tended meetings and gathered with his neighbors in an 
attempt to fully grasp the scope of the project. According 
to him, what he has found has been "deception and lies" 
pertaining to the costs and safety of the path. Citing the 
lack of a business plan to demonstrate final costs of the 
path, Mr. Maclnnes feels it is impossible to give a green 
light to a project where taxpayers are left guessing as to 
the full impact of such costs. 

Further, Mr. Maclnnes cited several newspaper 
articles pertaining to violent crimes taking place within 
local bike paths, including Fairhaven. Citing statistics, he 
said that there have been five assaults within the Minute 
Man Bike Path in Arlington from October to last week. 
There have been instances of an adult man exposing 
himself to teenage girls in Fairhaven. There have been 
additional instances of violence within the East Bay Bike 
Path, as well as paths in Rhode Island. Rapes, muggings, 
and other violent crimes are happening on these bike 
paths, because "these people don't hang out in an army 
barracks or a police station," but rather are drawn to these 
somewhat isolated and difficult-to-patrol areas. Because 
of such crimes, he feels having a bike path running 
through his yard will only depreciate the value of his 
property. 

Mr. Maclnnes does not believe the Mattapoisett 
Police Department has the time to patrol the entire path 
all of the time. 

It is these safety issues and land acquisition issues 
that make it unlikely that the YMCA will allow the path to 
dissect its property. 

The initial estimate of the cost of the bike path has 
risen from $880,000 to approximately $1.6 million. Mr. 
Maclnnes said the claim made by the Bike Path Commit- 
tee that they needed to act quickly on the project or risk 
losing the $250,000 from the state was untrue. According 
to Mr. Maclnnes, that money was available until 2004.

Furthermore, he claimed that change orders have been 
signed with no mention from the committee. 

Funds for police patrolling, maintenance and 
trash collecting are also still at issue — and have not been 
factored into the estimates. 

Mr. Maclnnes requested that the board table all of 
the plans for the bike path until more answers are given. 
He requested that a business plan be implemented to 
determine actual costs, so that residents came make 
educated decisions.

Steve Kelleher acknowledged that there have 
been several accusations made, and that he would request 
the time to answer all of Mr. Maclnnes' points at a later 
date. 

Selectman Andrews made a motion to "instruct 
the Bike Path Committee that this board does not intend 
to complete any eminent domain takings required for the 
bike path project until first, the Bike Path Committee has 
presented us with a complete plan for the bike path, 
including detailed estimate of the cost of construction and 
proposed source of funds, and second, if the budget will 
require Town (funding) beyond those that are realistically 
available within the levy limit, the necessary Proposition 2 
1/2 override has been presented to the voters and ap- 
proved by them."

town's recent revaluation residents with an average home 
assessed at $200,690 can expect to receive a tax bill of 
$2,775.54 — a 16.5 percent hike from the $2,383.27 average 
bill in 2001. 

Initially the Board of Assessors reported that the 
town's tax levy limit — the amount of unused money 
below the limits of Proposition 2 1/2 — was $126,318. But 
Mr. Mello amending that amount later in the meeting, 
noting that the computer software used to calculate that 
amount had been in error. Fhe actual tax levy limit is 
estimated at $30,385. With the corrected numbers in place, 
the Board of Selectmen unanimously voted to certify the 
tax rate and levy limit as recommended by the Board of 
Assessors pending final certification from the DOR. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with lustin Shay 
regarding his sponsorship of the Rochester Adult Basket- 
ball League. Upon receiving a letter describing the league, 
the board unanimously voted to endorse it as a town- 
sponsored activity. "We've coordinated (arrangements) 
with the (Memorial School)," Mr. Shay said. 'They're just 
waiting for a phone call, letter or fax from the town saying 
it has been endorsed as a (town-sponsored) activity." 

Fhe board next signed a Class III License renewal 
for Murphy's Auto Salvage, Inc. and also signed an 
Acceptance of Conveyance by the Fown of Rochester for 
property donated to the town by Lorraine Vaughan. 

Under the Fown Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon said Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge has asked 
the board to consider changing the rate for hired, con- 
tracted snowplow drivers from $12 to $13 an hour. Fhe 
rate has not been increased in some years and Mr. 
Eldridge felt a competitive rate would increase the 
chances of getting assistance during the winter months.

existing poles adjacent to the house and he didn't think 
the new pole installation was necessary. 

"We're not denying this (application), it just 
doesn't make a lot of sense," Chairman Cutler said. The 
board unanimously voted to continue the hearing on 
Thursday December 27 at 5:30 pm in order to ascertain 
the need for the additional pole from Verizon. 

At 7:50 pm the board met with Town Accountant 
Claudette Coutu and Town Treasurer John Hall regarding 
employees' use of town-owned vehicles and how their 
value affects pension plans and the IRS for tax purposes.

At 8:04 pm the board met with Town Planner 
Randall Kunz regarding pending zoning articles proposed 
for the upcoming Special Town Meeting. "The first is 
technical corrections from past Town Meetings," Mr. Kunz 
said. "The numbering system conflicts with itself and the 
previous zoning (by-laws). What I recommend is a (new 
page) of designations ... which effectively has no change 
in zoning, per se."

Old Rochester Regional School District Committees 

To the Editor: 

The townspeople (of Mattapoisett) are stuck, for better 
or worse — it's easy enough to figure out the choice — with the 
Conservation Commission (ConCom) until another Board of 
Selectmen is in place. The order of conditions issued for The 
Regatta project was done without any real consideration to the 
report issued by Mario DeGregorio, senior wetlands scientist for 
Horsley & Whitten, the Sandwich-based engineering firm. 

DeGregorio appeared at the last ConCom meeting with 
a report about the status of the wetlands as they pertain to the 
proposed construction site. It had been established, at prior 
meetings, that the site area had been bulldozed, thereby making 
some determinations incomplete. What gave the developer or 
his agents any right to alter the landscape prior to the various 
hearings? 

DiGregorio had argued that work (quoting the state 
Department of Environmental Protection regulations) under- 
taken within 100 feet of bordering vegetated wetlands has a very 
high likelihood of adversely affecting ... ecologically-sensitive 
areas. He specified in his report that the mature hardwood 
canopy needed by the gray fox (seen and photographed in the 
area in question) should stay intact. ConCom Chairman John 
DeMello said: "If there is a 25-foot buffer zone up there and (the 
developer) cuts some trees up there, I can't see how it will affect

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that area." 

Strike One against Mr. DeMello. 

Local builder Wayne Walega supported DiGregorio's 
findings, adding that the effect on wetlands could result in a 
drying up of the area in question. Dan Lee said the area's 
planned and ongoing condominium development might mean a 
low sales ration at The Regatta, something that could give the 
condominium association within the building problems with a 
maintenance agreement. He asked that a maintenance perfor- 
mance bond be imposed for several years. Lee said the town 
could end up with a virtually-empty building. DeMello said no 
performance bond was required, adding that the money lender 
for the project has to require it. 

Strike Two. 

Can developer James Lanagan's past performance in 
Acushnet and Marion generate comfort for residents? Did the 
ConCom take these into consideration when requiring no 
performance bond? 

Strike Three. 

The sad part is that the ConCom (except Alan 
Apperson) cannot be recalled by a Town Meeting vote because 
the state law mandates that the member(s) have to be removed 
following a Public Hearing, for cause, by the appointing 
authority. That authority is the Board of Selectmen. One member 
works for Suffolk Construction, the proposed builder of the 
project; the other two have said nothing in protest. Voters need to 
remember that at election time. Ray Andrews is due up at the 
plate. Relegate him back to the minor leagues. 

Speaking of appointments, the lifetime appointment of 
District Court Judge Bernadette Sabra has to strike fear into 
residents. Her labeling of Eric McKeehan, alleged to have

Massachusetts is in the distinct minority among states 
in its appointment of judges. Most other states elect them. At 
least it takes away the appointment of favored persons, some of 
whom do not have the remotest credentials to be good judges. 
Local (State) Representative William Straus was approached 
about inserting a citizen's bill to the legislature to create an 
election process for judges. He did so, but did not lend it any 
support. After all, Representative Straus is a lawyer by profes- 
sion and the lifetime appointment could look promising. How 
about the citizens? Aren't they allowed a vote on deciding when 
a judge is unfit for his/her office? It should be taken out of the 
hands of politicians.

• New Property - Paul Munn of Antassawamok, 
has given the Land Trust the "Munn Preserve," which is 
18 acres of property including some shoreline, on Brandt 
Island Cove. The preserve is accessed through private 
property via a right-of-way just outside the 
Antassawamok entrance. Park on the cul-de-sac before 
entering Antassawamok and walk around the large red 
pipe fence. There you should see a yellow Mattapoisett 
Land Trust sign on a tree just down the road. The prop- 
erty is mostly on the right-hand side (north) of the road 
and the shoreline is entirely to the right as you face the 
water. The Munn family has held this tract, along with 
most of Antassawamok, since the 19th century. 

• Rochester Fields - The Land Trust has a tenta- 
tive agreement with a Rochester resident to sign a long- 
term, renewable lease on the fields they own on New 
Bedford Road. They're suffering from severe neglect and 
"volunteer" cedar trees and underbrush. The agreement 
states the field would be slowly returned to pasture for 
grazing beef cattle. This would be a "win-win" arrange- 
ment, keeping the field productive and agricultural while 
leaving the wooded sections for naturalistic enjoyment.

School (Route 6 in Mattapoisett, near the Marion/ 
Mattapoisett line). Boaters can save on insurance if they 
take a basic boating course such as this. Statistically 
boating course graduates have good safety records, 
making them better risks for marine insurance companies. 
In addition, all boaters 16 years of age and under are now 
required to pass a boating course in order to operate 
motor boats of any horsepower. This requirement should 
be an incentive for young people to sign up for this basic 
boating course. 

In the six two-hour sessions of the course, stu- 
dents will be introduced to the basics of 14 subjects: 
reading charts and understanding aids-to-navigation, safe 
boat operation, elementary seamanship, navigation (rules 
of the road), sailing, engine trouble-shooting, course 
plotting practice, equipment required by state and federal 
regulations, radio-telephone procedures, boat handling, 
docking and undocking, weather prediction, trailering 
your boat, elementary marlinespike seamanship (tying 
knots that hold). The seventh session is a final exam. A 
United States Power Squadron Certificate of Completion 
is awarded to everyone who completes the course and 
passes the final exam. 

Anyone is welcome to sign up for the course. 
There are no age restrictions, and boat ownership is not 
required. Instruction is FREE, the only cost being for 
materials plus $5 to help defray the cost of classroom rent. 
Prices for materials, including sales tax, are as follows: 
boating course complete kit ($40), includes student 
manual, course plotter and dividers for those starting 
from scratch, as well as a practice chart and rope; course 
plotter only ($10); dividers only ($8); student manual only 
($25), for those who already have plotting equipment; 
extra set of homework questions ($4), in case more than 
one family member is taking the course, one set is re- 
quired for each additional family member; practice chart 
and practice rope ($5). The total cost if you have no 
equipment at all is $45 for materials and classroom rental.

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tinsel 
may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

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Eyes Wide

Vanilla Sky. Starring Tom Cruise, Penelope Cruz, and 
CameronDiaz. Directed by Cameron Crowe. Running time: 
135 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

It feels a little odd to suggest that the first Cameron Crowe film not 
to have been pulled out of his own experience — or, indeed, even his 
own original idea — may be his best movie so far, but Vanilla Sky takes 
risks that even his best prior movies (Say Anything, Singles, Jerry 
Maguire, and, for some fans, Almost Famous) don't get near. Crowe's 
strength, and occasionally his weakness, has been the preternatural 
kindness of his vision — the democratic insistence that everyone 
onscreen has merit, the refusal to make anyone look bad. Vanilla Sky, 
on the other hand, gives us the first complete bastard in the Crowe 
portfolio, and puts him front and center. 

David Aames is a late-period Tom Cruise character — cocky, 
arrogant, rich, catnip to the ladies. David refers to himself as 
"snowboarding through life," though snowboarding implies effort. 
Heir to a magazine publishing house, David drifts into the offices 
every day, amused by the shared joke that he's in charge (he got 51 % 
of the company's control in his dad's will), though no one else is 
amused. He's not malicious, particularly, just heedless of anything but 
his own pleasure. This does not go over well with clingy women like 
Julie (CameronDiaz), who wants to be more than an easy, responsibility- 
free sex partner for David; she holds out the hope that he will fall in 
love with her, but she faces stiff competition from his mirror. 

The mirror, in turn, loses out to the enchanting Sofia (Penelope 
Cruz), introduced to David by his best friend Brian (Jason Lee, in 
probably his finest "best friend" role yet, full of barely-suppressed 
resentment) at David's lavish birthday party. Sofia is with Brian, but 
leaves with David, who abandons his own party to talk with her — just 
talk. It's clear he's smitten with her, mainly because, unlike Julie, she 
doesn't seem to need him — doesn't want anything from him. Crowe 
is careful to show us Brian and Julie (who crashes the party) getting 
drunk and shaking their heads over the thoughtlessness of their 
respective friend and lover, who is as innocently hurtful as a kitten 
who inadvertently scratches you while playing. 

Some things happen. Those things take up the film's remaining 90 
minutes, and I cannot disclose them; Crowe scrupulously follows the 
story he's remaking — 1997's Abre Los Ojos (Open Your Eyes), directed 
by Alejandro Amenabar (The Others) — which holds its many plot 
twists aloft as deftly as a plate-spinner. Disfigurement is on the menu; 




the mirror disappears. Julie leaves, then comes back. Crowe brings in 
Tilda Swinton for one late scene and puts her behind a desk, where she 
transfixes us while not actually doing much of anything at all. A 
psychiatrist (Kurt Russell, in fine regular-guy form despite his 
professorial specs) tries to get behind David's mask, symbolically and 
literally. In the kind of only-in-this-movie great moment I'll never 
forget, David whirls around an empty lobby having a nervous 
breakdown, screaming "Tech support! Tech support!" while "Good 
Vibrations" blares on the soundtrack. 

Crowe riffs on Abre Los Ojos, keeping it fully intact as a narrative 
while bringing in his own obsessions — movies and music, the sight 
and sound of dreams. And Vanilla Sky is very much a dream movie, or 
at least preoccupied with the meaning (and seeming reality) of dreams. 
This, as well as the eager cooperation of Tom Cruise, links it with 
Stanley Kubrick's Eyes Wide Shut, also about a self-satisfied yuppie 
whose balloon gets popped by an unpredictable woman. Cruise isn't 
quite as soulful as Eduardo Noriega, who played the role in the 
original, but he gives David his own swaggering sense of entitlement 
— Cruise is building a large body of work in which he plays fatherless 
young roosters who become humbler and better people, except this 
film doesn't quite give him that opportunity. 

Crowe's Almost Famous, to me, felt overdeliberate and solicitous, 
as if he'd been chewing over the story his whole life (which, actually, 
he had). Vanilla Sky doesn't come out of anything deeply personal for 
him — he's being a cover band here, playing the same notes, yet 
somehow making it his own. As always, he's attentive to the smallest 
details of friendship and romance, and here he also delivers his most 
gaudily cinematic work yet — his filmmaking has never felt this raw 
and alive before, from the gray despair of a prison cell to the red lust 
and thrum of a dance club. This is a whole new palette for Crowe, and 
his excitement rubs off on us. It's a nasty, vibrant piece of work; 
Crowe's mentor, Billy Wilder, would be proud.

Tick-tock, tick-tock. 

Go ahead. Glance at the wall calendar and wince. 

You've only got a couple of more frantic shopping days 
left until Christmas ... and you still haven't picked up any- 
thing for your boss, friend, sister, cousin, uncle or mail- 
man! What are you going to do? 

Relax and let me offer some suggestions that are sure 
to appease even the most picky people. Consider this my 
personal Christmas gift to you. Just remember, if they don't 
like their presents — you can't blame me! I tried. 

Let's start with some ideas for that voracious book 
lover on your list. Political junkies will surely enjoy Fox 
News Host Bill O'Reilly's latest collection of musings, The 
No-Spin Zone: Confrontations with the Powerful and Fa- 
mous in America. Granted, Mr. O'Reilly's very conserva- 
tive and often arrogant views sometimes promote the 
author's own spin on things — despite the book's title — 
but like Rush Limbaugh, you can agree to disagree and 
still appreciate his point of view, even if only for its enter- 
tainment value. And Mr. O'Reilly's pithy little volume is a 
highly-entertaining read ... especially the non-interview 
with former First Lady and current New York Senator 
Hillary Clinton. Silence is deafening, as they say. 

There's nothing silent about rock star Gene Simmons, 
one of the founding members of the band KISS, especially 
when it comes to discussing his favorite topic: himself. Mr. 
Simmons' new autobiography, Kiss and Make-Up, is a di- 
rect and mostly honest account of his remarkable rags-to- 
riches story as an immigrant boy who came to America 
with big dreams and big ideas and translated both into 
one of the most lucrative merchandising machines of the 
rock-and-roll era. Many of the myths and legends sur- 
rounding the band are dispelled and / or clarified for the 
first time here; and Mr. Simmons makes no bones about 
criticizing his fellow band mates and other people who 
were part of the vast KISS empire at one time or another. 
There are also tales of his notorious conquests with count- 
less girls and groupies — some of which read like fictional 
stories from a pornographic magazine — but for the most 
part the book is a breezy, fun ride on the roller-coaster ca- 
reer of a rock icon whose business savvy is surpassed only 
by his own ego. 

Any music fans on your shopping list? Well, despite 
the dominance of "boy bands" and hip-hop acts on the 
charts these days, you can still find a few gems for older 
fans who prefer a more classic or classical approach to 
music. For my money, two of the best bands to come into 
their own through the 1990s have to be Garbage and No 
Doubt — and both have proven the third time's a charm 
with their latest CD releases. Beautiful Garbage is a re- 
markable, infectious album which fully exploits the band's 
ongoing tinkering with computer mixing programs and 
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singer Shirley Manson's haunting, exquisite vocals. Like 
the band's first two efforts, there's nary a clinker to be 
found on this session and the strong standout single "An- 
drogyny" will keep you tapping your feet to the beat. 

Equally engaging and danceable — and something of 
a departure for the band — is No Doubt's Rock Steady 
CD. Although their fourth major label release, this is the 
band's third outing since the smash breakthrough Tragic 
Kingdom put them on the musical map. Since then the band 
hasn't had a misstep yet and Rock Steady, although stylisti- 
cally different from Kingdom and their even-better Return 
of Saturn, is yet another ska-inspired collection of catchy 
riffs on reggae-meets-rock. After hearing the first single 
"Hey Baby" once, you'll find the tune trapped in your head, 
for better or worse. And singer Gwen Stefani's velvet vo- 
cals are just as sultry-cute here as they were the first time 
"Just A Girl" blared over the airwaves. 

Fans of both classical and pop music are sure to ap- 
preciate rocker-turned-composer Billy Joel's first collec- 
tion of piano pieces titled Fantasies & Delusions: Music 
for Solo Piano, Op. 1-10, as performed by virtuoso pianist 
Richard Joo. Unlike Paul McCartney's broad dabblings in 
the classical genre, Joel plays it safe by relying on the sim- 
plicity of a single instrument and painting with smaller 
strokes. Those familiar with the Piano Man's pop catalog 
know that elements of classical inspiration have always 
infused his work — from the banging brash of Beethoven 
to the careful caress of Chopin. But here Joel gets to prove 
his mettle as not simply a great songwriter, but also a gifted 
composer. The compositions collected here are stirring and 
sweet, but never sappy; and Joel was wise to have the clas- 
sically-trained Joo perform these more intricate pieces just 
the way they are. 

For the movie buffs on Santa's list, there's been a del- 
uge of recent new-to-DVD releases to pick from ... includ- 
ing long-overdue classics like Orson Welles' Citizen Kane 
and The Godfather trilogy. Several great Alfred Hitchcock 
films have also recently debuted on the format, including 
the stunning restored version of Rear Window, and The 
Criterion Collection's eye-popping restorations of the 
director's Rebecca and Notorious (the latter being one of 
Hitchcock's finest and underrated achievements). Other 
"must have" DVDs to consider: the limited edition of 
David Lean's Lawrence of Arabia, the special edition of 
Stanley Kubrick's Dr. Strangelove, and the five-star col- 
lection box of all three Die Hard films, which boasts a two- 
disc set for each installment and is a feast for both the eyes 
and ears. 

If nothing here has offered any inspiration for the hard- 
to-please person on your holiday wish list, there's always 
that great last-minute solution: a gift certificate.
